TER THRILLING

Spectacular Visitation of Thun- 
der and Lightning Alarmed 
City and 46-Mile-an-Hour 
Wind Did Much Damage.

Pleasantly cool atmosphere and

A strong wind from the north, almost 
reaching tornado velocity at times, 
swept across the city, tearing branches 
from trees.in all parts and occasion- 
ally caving in a wall or lifting a roof. 
The greatest velocity attained was at 
3:20 a. m., when'46 miles per hour was 
registered at the Weather Bureau sta- 
tion. 

At the northwest corner of Natura! 
Bridge road and Newstead avenue the 
front of a two-story brick building in 
the course of erection was caved in. The 
fronts of three storerooms and the flats 
above them were blown out, pfling the 
brick up on the pavement, at 4 a. m.

Dr. Salmon said that ne and his brother lost a great deal of money in their 
several cattle companies; that when the failed the assets were sold to pay debts 
and that the debts not thus covered were assumed by the Salmon & Salmon 


Bank. 


He said he didn’t know who managed the cattle companies, and added, 


with a smile, that he didn’t know that anybody did. 


y 


Dr. Salmon said that when G. M. Casey, the “Cattle King” died, he owed 
the bank $50,000, of which not any was paid. 

The doctor stated that his health became bad about 10 years ago and he 
asked his brother, Harvey, to manage the bank, but Harvey refused. In 1896, 
Dr. Salmon made Thomas Casey, son of G, M. Casey, manager. Dr. Salmon 
said he was astounded when, just before the fa:lure, Casey told aim of . the 
bank’s enormous indebtedmess to the Kansas City State Bank (about $160,000), 
Wiley O. Cox is «president of the Kansas City bank. 

The venerable witness testified that he and his brother, Hrrvey, were sole 
owners of their bank, that they had had no settlement for years, declared no 
formal dividends, but that each drew waat he needed from the funds of the 


bank and charged it to h.s. account. 


Arrangements had been made to take 
the depositions of Dr. Salmon early in 
the morning, because Walter Owen, his 
attorney, declared that his physical 
condition, poor at best, was best in the 
éariy morning. 

Dr. Balmon was not as weil groomed 
as his brother, the major. His tfin, 
gray hair was a trifle disheveled and his 
hands moved nervously as he spoke. 

‘Lately I haven't heard well,” said 
the doctor! as he took his seat. 

Attorney Crow began his examination

With 
candor,* Dr. Salmon admitted that he did 
not know how the finances of these 
two companies were finally adjusted, 
how much the bank lost by reason of 
their operations or when or under what 
circumstances they ceased to do bus 
ness.

Forty-three cases and nine deaths 
have been reported. At present 1000 
persons are being detained for observa- 
tion. 

At Danzig, Prussia, seven new cases 
of cholera are reported,

The ‘‘Russian lion,’’ who is drawing 
large crowds, offers $50 to any man 


who lasts 15 minutes with him in a bout 
under either catch-as-catch-can or Gre- 
co-Roman rules, and $1000 to the man 
who can defeat him. This alluring bait 
helps to attract a lot of opponents. 
After disposing of ‘‘Prince’’ Decco of 
Dahomey, a colored wrestler and weight 
lifter, in 3 minutes and 32 seconds. Gus 
Rennart, a finely built athlete, weigh- 
ing about 244 pounds, faced Hacken- 
schmidt.

SAYS SUIT RUINED HIM. 


Asks 31,187 Because 
Bankruptcy Proceedings, 


William C, Wilkinson of Jackson, 
Tenn., filed suit Saturday in the United 
States Circuit Court against the Good- 
fellow-Brooks Shoe Co., the Ely-Walker 
Dry Goods Co., the George F. Dittman 
Boot and Shoe ‘Co. and Butler Bros., all 
of Bt.

Wilkinson alleges that on Jan. 29, 1904, 
the concerns named instituted bank- 
ruptey proceedings against him in the 
United.
